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ley from its eastern to its western 
crest. Though the combined herds 
number two hundred head this num- 
ber is far short of the capacity of the 
farms. The hillsides afford broad 
pastures while the meadows and 
tilled fields occupy the level floor of 
the valley. 

In January, 1896, Mr. Geo. F. 
Blewer purchased his first pure-bred 
Holstein-Friesians, but on account of 
the then adverse criticisms against 
the Black and Whites he subsequently 
sold all but two—Croneke and Dina- 
sala—which on account of their su- 
periority producing ability were re- 
tained in his herd. Prior to this he 
had kept Guernsey grades. 

However, .the Black and Whites 
proving their worth, he soon  pur- 
chased several cows and a herd sire 
from Wm. Rood of Binghamton, N. 
Y. This first pure-bred sire which 
was to leave his impress on the fu- 
ture herd was Colantha Mercedes 
Mechthilde 23910. Here was a good 
beginning. Here was combined the 
blood of some of the best cows of the 
breed. 

The names of some of these foun- 
dation cows are also suggestive of 
quality, for instance, Mechthilde 
Netherland Parthenea, Vinnie Jewel 
Colantha and Lady Mechthilde Echo. 
In 1900 he added from the herd of 
Chas. A. Wheeler, Deposit, N. Y., a 
few more good ones—Riverview Ca- 
lie, Glitka 2d A and her daughter, 
Riverview Ghitka, also Riverview Fyt- 
je and Riverview Clelia. 

In 1903 Mr. Blewer and Mr. Wm. 
Rood of Binghamton, held a public 
sale to which Mr. Blewer consigned 
20 head. At this sale Mr. Fred 
Blewer was a heavy purchaser which 


|marked the beginning of his interest 
in the breed. It was about this time 
that Mr. Blewer decided to know just 
what his cows were doing and pur- 
chased a Babcock tester. In 1905 he 
made his first A. R. O. records, River- 
view Glitka producing 19.635 lbs. in 
7 days, which she later raised to 
21.41 lbs. Riverview Calie reached 
21.16 lbs. and Mechthilde Parthenea 
De Kol, 23.616 lbs. These are but a 
few of the early records made. Today 
all animals are tested on coming in 
milk and every milker in the herd has 
an A. R. O. record. 

Two of the daughters of the foun- 
dation cow, Riverview Fytje, River- 
view Fytje De Kol and Riverview 
Fytje 2d, have records of 16.396 and 
20.415 Ibs. respectively.

We have read much concerning Ti- 
dy Abbekerk and her offspring in the 
States, but very little concerning her 
offspring in Canada.

As Changeling Butter Boy is very 
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dark and Vinnie Sir Abbekerk nearly 
white this combination should serve 
to even up the color markings as well 
as reinforce the Abbekerk blood.

Buying, Selling, Testing, Registering, 
Transferring and Shipping Live Stock

Testing Before Shipment. 


Some purchasers require all ani- 
mals to be tuberculin tested before 
shipment, some prefer them untested. 
In the case of the buyer and seller 
living in different states, the animals, 
if six or more months of age, will 
have to be tested to enter practically 
every state in the Union. In a ma- 
jority of states, the tuberculin test 
certificate has to be approved by the 
Chief Veterinarian of the state from 
which the animal comes, unless the 
Veterinarian making the test is au- 
thorized by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry at Washington, in which case 
the permit and certificate are passed 
unquestioned. 


State laws and regulations vary on 
the certificates required. New Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania, Vermont and 
some of the New England States re- 
quire a copy of the approved Tuber- 
culin Test Certificate to be filed with 
the Chief Veterinarian, Cattle Com- 
missioner or Chief of Sanitary Board, 
who then issues a permit which has 
to be attached to the express or 
freight billing. Michigan requires 
three copies of the certificate to be 
furnished for all animals shipped 
within her borders, one copy to be 
filed with her State Veterinarian, one 
copy to be attached to the railroad 
freight or express billing at shipping 
time, and one copy to be furnished 
the purchaser. Several of the other 
great cattle states have adopted this 
rule and for many reasons it is to be 
hoped all do, it would certainly sim- 
plify matters if such were the case. 

The safest plan is to write your 
own Chief Veterinarian, asking what 
is required and you will be furnished 
either with this information or given 
the name and address of the official 
in charge of such affairs in the state 


to which you wish to ship. Some 
quirements of the various states, but 
as changes are being made from time 
to time, the safest plan is to write 
and find out. At stations where much 
livestock is shipped, the requirements 
may be obtained from the agent, but 
I regret to say that often the railroad 
authorities do not keep their lists 
right up to date. 


When an animal has to be tubercu- 
lin tested before shipment or at any 
time, it is important not to radically 
change the conditions under which it 
has been kept. If the animals have 
been accustomed to being out every 
day for a few hours, it is much better 
to keep them in several days before 
the veterinarian is expected than to 
stop the days the test is being made. 
Animals used to being fed or watered 
at a certain hour will be restless 
when the hour is changed, and the 
body temperatures may rise one, two 
or even more degrees. Animals are 
creatures of habit to a greater extent 
than most of us are aware. 

If the veterinarian is capable and 
conscientious, water where the ani- 
mals can reach it at any time and 
conditions are quiet and normal, a 
good test can be expected and the re- 
sults, if the animals are _ healthy, 
looked forward to in confidence:

CORN NEEDS A FERTILE SOIL

Clicks from the Planter 


Growing good corn on poor soil is 
like paying a debt with a promissory 
note. There’s hope but mighty little 
reality. 

* * * 

Starved cows and underfed corn are 
never strong enough to lift even one 
corner of a mortgage. 

* * * 

The more the cultivator mileage 

the sweeter and better the silage. 


It requires a fertile field to grow a 
bumper corn crop. Of course we 
said that it pays to carefully select the 
seed and to.give careful attention to 
such things as times and rates of 
planting. We are not going back 
one bit on our word, but we are just 
as certain that these practices will 
never be profitable if the corn crop 
is grown on very poor soil. 

Some growers plant their corn on 
land, the soil of which they know is 
too poor to produce a good crop. Such 
soils and the men who are working 
them are bound to remain poor unless 
a very decided change is made. Plow- 
ing and cultivating poor soils is just 
as expensive as plowing and cultivat- 
ing fertile soils, and there’s lots less 
fun-in it. 

Whoever said that “The corn plant 
is the hog of the Vegetable Kingdom” 
was about right. For like the hog it 
has to have plenty of rich food for 
its best development. Soils that are 
too poor to produce a vigorous growth 
of stalks can never produce large 
yields of ears, for the yield of grain 
depends quite a little upon the growth 
of stalks. The corn plant can no 
more do the work of growing corn of 
good quality if it is not properly fed 
than can the horses that are scantily 
fed and poorly treated. Soils that 
are so poor that corn plants only reach 
half their normal size can never be 
expected to produce anything but 
small inferior ears or at best, a small 
yield of nubbins. A good crop de- 
mands fair play.

' Editorials 


THE ASSOCIATION LOAN BUREAU 

The letter of F. M. 
Big Things Barney published in the 
Start Slowly. May ist World has sug- 

gested some thoughts 
to the senior editor, and since none of 
the “nobility” have seen fit to reply 
to his “Why Is It?” we will present 
our own humble thoughts. 

It seems to be not alone “the kings 
of the breed” and the “men that are 
at the top now” who have failed to ap- 
preciate the great impetus that would 
come to the Association and the breed 
by the establishment of a loan sys- 
tem; the small breeder, the man need- 
ing additional capital for whom the 
loan system would primarily be estab- 
lished has also failed to appreciate 
the advantages to be personally de- 
rived from the establishment of such 
a system. 

How true it is that the people need- 


ing benefits the most are the slowest 


‘ 
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to put forth any effort to secure those 
benefits. They, too, often seem to be 
waiting for a handout. It is too 
much work to open the door to oppor- 
tunity when she knocks. Indeed, Op- 
portunity is expected to batter down 
the door and seize them by the collar 
and shake them out and force the good 
things into their reluctant hands! 

There is little hesitancy on the part 
of the Association in voting large 
appropriations for prizes at fairs, and 
for milk, and butter records, although 
money appropriated for these pur- 
poses is expended, while money loaned 
to push the breed would still remain 
a part of the Association funds. 

Why this seeming anomaly? It 
doubtless may be found in the fact 
that money appropriated for prizes is 
expended, and, that “the men at the 
top now” are the recipients. All prize 
money, whether at fairs, or for milk, 
and butter records, goes to those who 
have won success and not to those who 
are struggling to get a start, or who 
are handicapped by adverse circum- 
stances. 

Small immediate benefits usually 
create greater enthusiasm than the 
promise of large benefits in years to 
come. Prize money brings immediate 
results. The establishment of a loan 
system would look to the future for 
results in a more extended breed 
foundation; in creating respect and 
love for the Association that was 
willing to loan its surplus to help its 
needy member over difficult places. 

Time may bring the Association to 
see that to loan its funds is better 
than to expend them; and, that laying 
plans for the future is wiser than 
hoarding funds to incite extravagant 
appropriations. 
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The effect on con- 
Semi-official Work stitution and 
and breeding qualities 
Future Usefulness. of making semi- 
official records is 
still a mooted question, but one which 
may be expected to clear itself up as 
time gees on and the conducting of 
yearly records becomes more geenral 
among Holstein-Friesian breeders. In 
view of our limited experience in this 
line perhaps we could take a tip from 
the Guernsey breed where the yearly 
record has been in vogue for a long 
time and a great amount of it has 
been done. The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club is responsible for the fol- 
lowing: 

“It may be true that there are iso- 
lated cases where the future useful- 
ness may te injured where imovroper 
care and feeding have occurred dur- 


ing record work, but we cannot feel, 


but there are very few instances 
among the heavy producers of Guern- 








seys today where injury has been 
noted as the result of official testing, 

“On the other hand, the results. ob. 
tained in cases where cows have Made 
two or more records point conclusively 
to the fact that advanced register 
work has been a material aid in the 
development of the individual anima] 
as well as the breed in general,” 

Apparently the Guernsey Club is 
not at all uneasy about the conse- 
quences, nor should we be. The sguc- 
cess of any breeder is so dependent 
upon the continued usefulness of his 
dairy cows that he will not inten- 
tionally sacrifice them for the sake 
of large records. On the other 
hand, there is every reason to believe 
that proper training for large contin- 
uous production will develop the con- 
stitution and breeding powers of any 
animal. Such is the case with the 
athlete—he becomes robust by hard 
training. It is well known, too, that 
the athlete may cause permanent in- 
jury by sudden over-training or by 
over-exhaustion, but that we do not 
find as sufficient reason for abolish- 
ing competitive athletic contests. It 
is the nature of man and beast to 
test their endurance, and overtaxing 
of strength is tound to occur occa- 
sionally. Judgment must be used, 
and “there’s the rub.” 

Some Holstein-Friesian breeders 
«ho have done the most semi-official 
work are enthusiastically in favor of 
the long-time test. Consider again 
the statement of the F. F. Field Hol- 
stein Company, Brockton, Mass. It 
was published in a former issue of the 
World and reads: 

“We cannot help but feel that the 
semi-official work in our experience 
has been a great aid in developing 
our young animals and believe it has 
not only aided the production but fol- 
lowing the regularity in feeding and 
milking so important in test work, we 
believe that these animals show 
greater constitution in connection with 
greater development than those that 
have never entered the semi-official 
work. In fact we are so well pleased 
with our semi-official work that we 
have milked a large portion of our 
two-year-olds from our entire herd, 
four times a day for from four to six 
months, feeling it was of material 
advantage to them in their future 
long time test work” It will be re- 
membered that the F. F. Field Hol- 
stein Company developed Creamelle 
Vale, former World’s Champion semi- 
official milk producer.

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A BABCOCK TEST ON THE FIELDS 

It was a wonderful herd. Every 
cow in the barn had an A. R, O. dam 
and many of them traced back to 
prize winning stock for generations. 
Back of each cow in that gréat well- 
lighted stable hung a small square of 
cardboard in which smaller squares 
were marked off to represent each day 
in the month. At the right hand side 
of each of these were other columns 
in which appeared the amount of 
grain and forage each cow had eaten 
during the month together with still 
other columns in which were shown 
the total number of pounds of milk 
produced, it’s tests, the total amount 
of butter-fat and the net profit or the 
loss. It was a wonderful system and 
it enabled the dairyman to tell at a 
glance as to whether a cow deserved 
to stand in the herd or not. 


We, the dairyman and the writer 
went out over the farm. We looked 
at a field of corn. Its color was pale 
and it was slow in growing. In the 
clover field, we found the crop a bit 
spindling while there were spots on 
which it had: killed out badly. The 
wheat was not up to standard. At 
last, the dairyman owner turned to 
me with a look of inquiry and asked, 
“What is the matter with these crops? 
They don’t look right. If it was one 
of the cows, I could tell in a minute, 
but it isn’t a cow and I’m up the 
stump bad,” he continued. 


“Do you know the fields as well 
as you do the cows?” the writer ques- 
tioned by way of reply. “What kind 
of a ration do you feed them? Do 
they get enough food? Is their ra- 
tion balanced? Do you keep track of 
them so that at the end of the season 
you can tell whether you !ost or made 
on them as you can with those cows. 
At the end of the season, do you 
weigh out your crops? Do you test 
them for maturity, for moisture con- 
tent, for quality, for weight per 
bushel?” the writer further ques- 
tioned. 


“Why, I never thought of that,” he 
explained by way of answer. “It’s 
a sort of a Babcock test on the fields 
isn’t it?” The talk was terminated 
by the whistle of an interurban car 
which the writer was compelled to 
board in order to make a certain 
train. 


Last winter, the writer met the 
dairyman farmer at a state corn show. 
He was enthusiastic in his greeting 
and his first remark was, “I’ve been 
Babcocking my fields lately. See that 
ten-ear sample over there? It took 
the championship. It was hard work 
to get next to the dirt but now I 
know it nearly as well as the eows.

CHEESE AND PROSPERITY 
Written for The Holstein-Friesian 

World by B. H.. Hibbard, College 

of Agriculture of the University 

of Wisconsin. 

So far as one can draw conclusions 
from appearances the farmers of the 
cheese districts of Wisconsin are pros- 
perous. They live in good houses, 
and their cows are kept in good barns. 
Moreover, their farms are in a good 
state of fertility and cultivation. It 
is true that considerable fertility is 
sold off in the content of the cheese, 
but a larger amount is returned in 
the form of concentrated feeds, bran, 
oil meal, cotton seed meal, or other 
similar feeding stuff. Dairying means 
permanent agriculture. 

In the older cheese districts of the 
state farm land is high in price; in 
the newer cheese districts it is 
coming up in price rapidly. There is 
no intention to contrast the prosper- 








ity of the cheese districts with other 
dairy districts. Prosperity and dairy- 
ing are in Wisconsin very close syno- 
nyms. 

In Green County where almost ev- 
ery farmer is a cheese producer, the 
average per capita wealth is higher 
than for almost any, perhaps any, 
other important agricultural county 
of the United States. Likewise in the 
other cheese producing counties of the 
state the per capita wealth is high, 
and there is, on every hand, evidence 
of prosperity. 

Cheese is an article of food which 
is gaining, slowly it is true, a larger 
place for itself. As meat prices go 
higher it would seem altogether logi- 
cal to suppose that cheese would be 
chosen more and more as a substi- 
tute. Thus the cheese producer may 
have the assurance that his business 
is one which has a promising future. 
More cheese is eaten this year than 
last, and more will be eaten from 
year to year as time passes. 

It may be urged that land is too 
high in price to admit prosperous 
dairying. True the land is high in 
price. True it is also that very many 
men are not making returns equal to 
a reasonable labor income and ordin- 
ary interest. Nevertheless this is on 
the basis of very ordinary farming 
methods. For the man who has gen- 
uine ability, who will do dairy farm- 
ing with his head as well as with his 
hands, who will weed out his boarder 
cows, who will produce clean high 
grade milk, and who will market it so 
as to get all possible out of it—for 
the man who will do these’ things 
there are good rewards. 

The country over, dairy farmers 
own the farms they work to a greater 
degree than most other farmers. Ten- 
ancy is low in Wisconsin, in central 
Minnesota, in northwestern Iowa, all 
of which are dairy districts and with- 
out doubt this condition is due, in 
large part, to the presence of dairy- 
ing, a business which fits in well with 
ownership of farms by farmers and 
poorly with tenancy. Furthermore, 
where dairy farms are rented, the sys- 
tem of renting is largely that of the 
stock share plan, a plan which unites 
the interests of landlord and tenant 
as few lease systems are able to do. 
Though land may be high in price, 
and though it may be that on many 
farms the rent does not equal the in- 
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terest on the selling value, dairying 

offers for the Wisconsin farmer as 

sure an income, with the possibility 

of a favorable balance, as anything 

that presents itself. 

SEEDS MAY NOW BE TESTED AT 
MADISON 

To protect the farmers of Wiscon- 
sin from planting worthless seed and 
introducing noxious weeds into their 
fields, the Wisconsin Legislature in 
1913 passed the state seed inspection 
law. 

It requires that every lot of agri- 
‘cultural seed over one pound in 
weight be tested and labeled before 
it is sold, and that the label contain 
the following information; 1, the name 
and address of the seedsman; 2, the 
kind of seed; 3, the percentage of 
purity, 4, the percentage of germina- 
tion; 5, the names of all noxious 
weeds in the seed, and 6, if corn, al- 
falfa or any of the cereals, the lo- 
cality in which the seed is grown. 

This law established a state seed 
testing laboratory where all samples 
may be tested for the nominal sum 
of 25 cents a sample. Residents of 
the state desiring to have their seeds 
tested should send samples to the 
State Seed Inspector, Agricultural 
Experiment Station, Madison. 

For more detailed information on 
the subject farmers and seedsmen are 
urged to see the last Bankers’ Farm 
Bulletin. It may be obtained at many 
of the banks of the state. 
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EMERGENCY FORAGE CROPS 

On account of short and burnt-out 
pastures, the Middle West farmers 
lose thousands of dollars on live sto¢k 
every summer. A little time and ef- 
fort spent in growing forage crops 
to tide over this dry period would 
avoid much of this loss. Most farm- 
ers have all the live stock their past- 
ures will carry during May and June. 
When the long hot days of July and 
August come, the pastures get short 
and thousands of horses, cattle and 
sheep actually suffer from lack of 
food. Every farmer has a few acres 
that he should seed to sorghum, mil- 
let or barley and peas at once, as 
these crops will furnish excellent 
green feed at this critical period. 

For sorghum, the soil should be fit- 
ted the same as for corn. Manure or 
a liberal application of a suitable corn 
fertilizer will increase the yield in 
the same proportion as on corn. Sor- 
ghum grows slowly at first, hence a 
clean seed bed is essential. It is sel- 
dom advisable to sow the seed before 
June 1st in the Middle West, for for- 
age, and-it may be sown with success 
as late as July 10th to 15th. For 
best quality hay about one bushel 
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should be broadcasted or drilled solid. 
To get the most forage or silage, from 
8 to 15 pounds per acre should be 
drilled in rows, 36 to 42 inches apart, 
and cultivated the same as corn. The 
seeding may be done by the use of 
special plates in the corn planter, or 
the holes in the regular plates may be 
filled with lead and smaller ‘holes 
bored through the lead. The grain 
drill may be used by stopping up 
part of the holes. 

Barley and peas may be seeded to- 
gether as late as August lst for fall 
feeding. Use from five to six pecks 
of each per acre. The Foxtail or the 
Barnyard Millet can be sown as late 
as July 15th and yet produce a good 
crop before frost. Any of the mil- 
lets may be broadcasted and _ har- 
rowed in or drilled with an ordinary 
grain drill, covering not to exceed 
one to one and a half inches. The 
Foxtail millets are best for hay, soil- 
ing or pasture and should be drilled 
solid at the rate of three to four 
pecks per acre. If less than three 
pecks are sown, the forage is likely 
to be coarse and unpalatable. Barn- 
yard millet should be seeded a little 
lighter than the Foxtail varieties. 

All of these crops may follow early 
potatoes, peas, etc., and furnish 
splendid succulent feed to supplement 
the pastures during late summer and 
early fall. Feeding may begin when 
the forage is large enough to cut a 
good swath. 

The forage will be ready to feed 
earlier and a larger crop will be se- 
cured if the ground is manured or 
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fertilized at the rate of 200 to 500 
pounds per acre. From five to ten 
tons of first-class feed can be grown 
in this way, and no land need lie idle 
during late summer and fall. 

Two or three crops can often be 
secured from the same land. These 
forage crops grow very rapidly and 
are said to be “hard on the land.” 
The reason for this is that the quick 
growth of such enormous amounts of 
forage requires all the available 
plant food there is in the soil. How- 
ever, the land quickly recovers from 
this. If some barnyard manure or 
fertilizers are used no such results 
are seen and larger crops are thereby 
secured.—J. W. Henceroth. 

CONVENTION AT OAKLAND 

Oakland, Cal., April, 1915. 

The American Veterinary Medical 
Association will hold its annual con- 
vention this year at Oakland, Califor- 
nia, from August 30 to September 3. 

The original intention was to hold 
the meeting in San Francisco, but 
because of the many superior facili- 
ties of Oakland, including hotel ac- 
commodations and of its proximity to 
the big Panama International Expo- 
sition, these plans were changed, and 
Oakland selected: The arrangements 
for the convention are in the hands 
of Dr. C. M. Haring, Professor of 
Veterinary Science of the University 
of California, and Dr. R. A. Archi- 
bald of Oakland. 

The convention will be held in three 
sections, and the meetings will con- 
vene in Oakland’s new $1,000,000 Mu- 








nicipal Auditorium, in which more 
than 100 big meetings will be held 
this summer. The veterinaries wij] 
meet directly following the big ,Na- 
tional Education Association conven- 
tion, which will bring 60,000 visitors 
to Oakland. ‘ 

Dr. Haring expects fully 1,000 per- 
sons to attend the meetings of the 
veterinarians. One hundred of these 
will be delegates from California, 200 
from outside this State and the oth- 
ers will be the families of the dele- 
gates and others interested in veteri- 
nary matters. 

Oakland is on the continental side 
of San Francisco bay, and is a city of 
215,000. Its climate is almost perfect 
at the time of year the convention will 
be held, and its hotel accommodations 
are equal to those of any city of its 
size. The city itself is a beautiful one 
architecturally and within a 50 mile 
radius are more fine automobile drives 
than in any other part of California. 

From Oakland direct to the center 
of the Exposition grounds there is a 
direct ferry service, which lands visi- 
tors at the big fair in forty minutes, 
which is quicker than it can be 
reached from many parts of San 
Francisco, and avoids all the dust and 
crowded conditions of street cars. The 
five mile sail across the bay is won- 
derfully beautiful scenically, giving 
a splendid panorama of bay, moun- 
tains and the Pacific through the Gol- 
den Gate.

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CROP YIELDS DOUBLED 

George Koppenhoefer of Lake For- 
est, Ill., and Wm. Shedcon of Ever- 
ett, Ill. told recently the way they 
have managed to more than double 
yields on the farms which they ope- 
rate. 

Both are practical farmers, thor- 
oughly qualified to speak from long 
experience. 


“Plant food, selected seed, thor-| 


ough tillage, proper crop rotation and 
lime when necessary,” declared Mr. 
Koppenhoefer, “will double the yields. 
This may not happen the first season, 
but in a very few years a run down 
farm may be built up and the crop 
yields more than doubled. 

“Manure produced on the farm is 
the cheapest source of plant food for 
the farmer and it should be properly 
taken care of to avoid plant food loss 
from leaching and heating. The 
proportions of Nitrogen, Phosphorus 
and Potash in manure, however, are 
not balanced for the majority of crops 
and there is not enough manure pro- 
duced to maintain fertility. There- 
fore, I supply the deficiency and prop- 
er balance by the addition of com- 
mercial plant food.” 

“My commercial fertilizer cost me 
less than $25.00 per ton. On my hay 
land I used 300 lbs. per acre and in- 
creased the yield one ton per acre, 


worth $12.00, less cost of fertilizer, } 
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$3.75, equalling net profit per acre of 
$8.25.” 

“On Oats I used 400 lbs. fertilizer 
per acre and the increase was 33 
bushels per acre. With 300 lbs. fer- 
tilizer per acre on Corn I increased 


‘my yield 20 bushels per acre.” 


“T used 500 lbs. commercial fertiliz- 


ier on Silage Corn and increased the 


yield over 6 tons per acre.” 

Mr. Sheddon, who forms a large 
tract near Everet, Ill. was quite en- 
thusiastic on his results. He said, 
“Since 1907 the use of commercial 
fertilizer with what manure we had 
has shown following results: 

Hay crop increased 1% tons per 
acre. 

Corn increased 25 bushels per acre. 

Wheat increased 19% bushels per 
acre. 

Oats increased 30 bushels per acre. 

“In one instance, a forty acre field 
from which we cut 25 loads of hay in 
1907, last year cut 90 loads. Further 
than that, the land keeps improving 
year after year, because of better 
management supplemented with com- 
mercial fertilizers.” 

“If farmers would all treat their 
ground right, we could feed the 
world.”

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SOME FACTS ABOUT WOOD 
1. How a Tree Grows 
Prepared for the Holstein-Friesian 

World by the Forests Products lab- 

oratory at the University of Wis- 

consin. 

The phenomenon of plant growth 
is one of the most interesting of stud- 
ies, but as in all life processes many 
of the activities are not understood by 
man. 

Plants have the power of convert- 
ing inorganic substances, that is the 
water, the soil and the air, into or- 
ganic substances. Animals can not 
do this. They must live on vegetable 
food or on other animals which have 
lived on vegetable matter. Plants 
can exist without animals but ani- 
mals cannot indefinitely exist without 
plant food. 

Trees like most plants, get a large 
proportion of their nourishment from 
the air in the form of carbon dioxide. 
Their must be supplemented by water 
and minerals which are derived from 
the soil. The leaves absorb the gases 
of the atmosphere and the roots ab- 
sorb from the ground water contain- 
ing minerals in solution. The water 
is transported to the leaves through 
the outer or sapwood of the tree. By 
means of sunlight the carbon dioxide 
and water in the leaves are united 
and changed into soluble carbohy- 
drates (sap), which are then trans-

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ported through the inner bark and 
distributed to the growing parts of 
the plant where they are changed into | 
insoluble cell substance. 

Trees do not grow throughout their 
bodies as animals do but only at the 
tips of the branches and roots and in 
a thin layer immediately under the 
bark. If a nail is driven into a tree 
trunk, it will always remain the same 
distance from the center of the tree 
and from the ground. Because the 
crown of an old tree is higher above 
the ground than that of a young tree, 
it is popularly believed that the whole 
trunk has elongated. This is not the 
case. The elevation of the crown is 
due to the lower branches dying off 
and new ones appearing at the top. 
Since the growth in diameter takes 
place under the bark, the old bark 
must be pushed farther and farther 
outward each year. We would natur- 
ally expect that the bark would be 
ruptured in the course of time. This 
is just what happens and is the rea. 
son why old trees have a ridged and 
furrowed bark. A thin layer of bark 
is formed each year under the old 
bark, thus preventing the wood from 
being exposed ‘as the old bark becomes 
ruptured. 

2. What Makes Wood Float 

That wood floats is such a com- 
monplace fact in our lives that we 
hardly give it any thought. If we lived 
in tropical climates we would learn 
to distinguish between woods that 
float and woods that do not float. 
Many of the woods of Mexico and 
South America are so heavy even 
when perfectly dry that they will 
sink in water, notably lignumvitae, 
which is the wood commonly used for 
bowling balls. 

Among our common native woods 
there are several that will not float 
when green. The cypress of the 
South is often girdled a year before 
it is cut so that it will die and dry 
while standing thus making it possi- 
ble to float the logs to the mill. At 
the Forest Products Laboratory, Mad- 
ison, Wis., where the green or dry 
weight of all wood that is tested is 
determined, it was found that the 
green heartwood of ‘some oaks and 
hickories and the green sapwood of 
certain conifers is so heavy that when 
these parts of a tree are put into 
water, they will sink although the 
entire log will float. 

The reason why some woods float 
is not because the substance of which 
they are made is lighter than water, 
but because the cavities in the cells 
are so large that the air in them bouys 
up the wood. The material (cellulose) 
which composes the greater part of 
the cell wall is heavier than water so 





that if the air in the cells is replaced 
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by water, the wood will sink. This 
is just what happens to wood which 
has been in water for a long time and 
has become “waterlogged.” 

It is the large water content of the 
heartwood of freshly felled oaks and 
hickories and of the sapwood of cer- 
tain conifers that causes these woods 
to sink, for when dry they will float. 

Lignum-vitae and other heavy trop- 
ical woods, even when dry, sink be- 
cause most of the cell cavities are so 
small compared to the thick cell walls 
that the air in the cavities is not 
enough to float the wood. 

3. The Burning of ‘Wood 

One of the chief advantages and al- 
so one of the great disadvantages of 
wood is that it burns. Primitive man 
and the pioneer were largely depend- 
ent on wood for fuel. Although the 
amount of wood used for fuel is grow- 
ing less each year, yet even now 
about one-third of the wood cut in 
this country is used for firewood. 

The burning of wood may be divid- 
ed into two parts: 

1. The evolution of gases which 
burn producing the flame. 

2. The glowing of the solid sub- 
stances similar to the burning of coal. 

The smithy who uses charcoal in 
his forge prefers the incandescent em- 
bers with a high concentration’ of 
heat to wood producing flames the 
the fireplace we like both the leap- 
ing flames and the glowing embers. 

In general, the heat value of dry 
heat of which he can not utilize. In 
wood is proportionate to its weight. 

A ton of light wood like pine or cot- 
tonwood will produce as much heat as 
a ton of oak. On the other hand, a 
cord of oak or maple will give off 
more heat on burning than a cord of 
cedar because the cedar is a very light 
wood. 

Certain woods produce a crackling 
noise when burning, notably chestnut, 
balsam, tamarack, cedar, hemlock and 
box elder. This crackling is said to 
be due to the bursting of the wood 
cells by expanding gases confined in 
them. The heat, which may be as 
high as 8000 degrees F. in parts of 
wood near the flame, causes a high 
pressure in the confined gases, pro- 
ducing miniature explosions.” Woods 
that do not crackle allow the gases to 
escape from the cells as the internal 
pressure increases. 

Wood is objected to as building ma- 
terial within the fire limits of many 
cities because it burns readily. This 
objection is being met in some degree 
by rendering wood fire-retardant by 
coating it with various materials such 
as fire-retardant paint and by injec- 
tion of certain salt solutions. It has 
long been known that woods treated 
with certain chemicals will not burn 


with a flame even if held steadily in a 
fire. Of course, if the heat is pro- 
longed the wood will become so hot 
tnat it will char and become brittle 
and useless. Experiments are now 
being made at the Forest Products 
Laboratory on the efficiency of var- 
ious fire-retarding treatments. 

The theory of fireproofing wood jis 
that the chemicals with which the 
wood is treated give off gases when 
heat is applied. These gases do not 
burn and when they are mixed with 
the combustible gases arising from 
heated wood render them noninfiam- 
mable. Salts of ammonia have proven 
most effective for this work. 
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WHY PURE BRED STOCK? 

A lady, unfamiliar with live stock, 
asked the writer this question, “Why 
is pure bred stock best?” 

In the first place pure bred stock 
is best, because they are a perfected 
product. They have been selected 
and bred and every possible improve- 
ment introduced and added from time 
to time, in order to supply certain 
needs of man, of an animal profitable 
in the highest degree. ; 

Every standard breed is a specialist 
in its line. The dairy cow is like a 
machine developed for the purpose of 
converting forage plants and grain 
into milk and butter fat with the least 
possible waste. | Common stock was 
the crude working model from which 
she was produced. 

She is the finished product, or per- 
fected machine, whose capacity for 
manufacturing the above commodities 
has been increased by the hundreds 
of pounds over the capacity of the 
original model. 

Then we have the beef breeds de- 
signed to convert the same plants into 
another article of food called beef. 
They are adjusted in a way to divert 
food into an opposite direction from 
the milking strains, making equally 
valuable the different products from 
the same materials. | 

Then we have a big machine for 
carrying heavy loads and moving 
freight called the drafter. Another, 
the light runabout, or pleasure horse. 
He was once the nation’s pride and is 
still the most admired of all animals. 
He is a marvelously fine running ma- 
chine and the nearer he approaches 
the pure blood the better he is. 

A few contend that grades are 
equally as good as full bloods. While 
gradés are good and quite satisfac- 
tory, their main recommendation is 
the fact that they may more easily 
and more cheaply be obtained. While 
it is a fact that grade animals have 
made a number of world’s records, it 
is also a fact that they were enabled 
to reach distinction, because of the 
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pure blood in their veins. In a few 
instances, race horses of unknown 
breeding or supposedly common blood 
have approached or even set world’s 
records. But, in every instance, on 
careful investigation of their ances- 
try, a dominant purple strain is re- 
vealed.—W. B. Perrin.

FARMING IN THE UNITED STATES 
AND FARMING ABROAD 


From a Lecture by Dean Galloway of 
the Cornell Agricultural College 
The main difference between farm- 

ing in the United States and abroad 

is the difference in’ labor conditions. 

In other countries labor is a minor 

factor; in the United States, it is 

the chief factor. These were the 
conclusions brought out by Dean 

Galloway in a lecture last night be- 

fore the Town and Gown Club. 

The dean speaks from direct ex- 
perience in agricultural affairs in 
this country over a long period of 
years and from observation in for- 
eign countries, particularly in the 
orient, through a trip around the 
world a few years ago. 

In the United States he says the 
problem is to get the best returns 
for the least expenditure of labor 
while in other countries the problem 
is to the get the largest returns from 
the least amount of land. If the 
labor of the Japanese farmer was 
as valuable as that of the American 
farmer, a bushel of wheat produced 
in Japan would cost $4 or $5. He 
points out a specific example where 
the rice grower of Louisiana with 


tractor, gang plows, and large irri- | 
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gation works can produce as much 
rice in a year as 300 Japanese or 
Chinese farmers. 

Comparing New York with Japan, 
Doctor Galloway pointed out the to- 
tal land area of Japan is more than 
twice that of New York, but that the 
improved land in farms in New York 
State is greater by 2,000,000 acres 
than in Japan. The average size of 
a farm in New York State is 102 
acres. In Japan it is three acres. 
This leads to what he considers the 
most interesting part of the figures 
—that is, that in the whole United 
States there are approximately -six 
and a half million farm homes, and 
in Japan five and a half million farm 
homes. In other words, Japan with 
2,000,000 acres less than in_ the 
State of New York is supporting only 
a million less farm homes than the 
whole United States, and is feeding 
50,000,000 people, and exporting con- 
siderable quantities of foodstuffs. 

The great staple crop in Japan is 
rice. It grows practicaly every- 
where throughout the empire, while 
wheat is a minor crop. Sweet po- 
tatoes are important, as is the pro- 
duction of raw silk. The total value 
of all the products is more than 
$500,000,000. While our rice crop is 
small when compared with Japan, 
the wheat crop is worth all the agri- 
cultural crops together. 

From Japan the director took his 
audience to China and_ spoke par- 
ticularly of the work of the agricul- 
tural explorers of the federal depart- 
ment who have _ been - introducing 
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the southern United States, as well 


/as new kinds of peaches and _per- 


simmons. 

After further discussion of farm- 
ing and farm life in China, the tea 
industry of Ceylon was_ described. 
While Japan, China, and other orien- 
tal countries have extensive tea 
plantations, the director considers 
that Ceylon is above all others the 
land of the tea plant. Ceylon being 
noted not only for the quantity of the 
tea being produced, but for the qual- 
ity. Of all the tea-producing regions 
on the globe, India is the only one 
which surpasses Ceylon. China about 
equals it. Java and Japan each fur- 
nish about one-fourth as much as 
Ceylon. The whole world produces 
about 750,000,000 pounds. 

In the consumption of tea, the 
United Kingdom uses the most, about 
300,000,000 pounds or one-half more 
than Ceylon produces. Russia comes 
next and the United States third. 
On the estimate that a pound of tea 
will make about 250 cups the director 
said that the United States drinks 
about 25,000,000 pounds of tea each 
year.

OPEN HOUSING FOR DAIRY COWS 

We spent a few hours very profit- 
ably at the Maryland Experiment 
Station at College Park, not a long 
time ago. A young man whom we 
found took great pleasure in show- 
ing us about.

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housing is being compared with mod- 
ern and supposedly up-to-date prac- 
tice. The open air barn is about 30 
feet square with a concrete. wall four 
feet high. Above the wall is an open 
space three feet in height which ex- 
tends all the way around the shed and 
which has: never been closed. There 
is a good roof over the shed. A con- 
crete floor prevents loss of liquid 
manure. Ten cows have been housed 
here during several years. 

The results show that the open air 
herd has produced more milk at less 
cost than one in the modern barn. The 
milk from the open air herd is more 
free from bacteria, and from a bacter- 
iological point of view of better qual- 
ity, than from the herd in the modern 
barn where everything is done in the 
most approved way. I am not a 
dairyman, but the cows in the open 
air barn surely did look good to a 
farmer. 

The cows in these barns are bed- 
ded every day and the refuse accu- 
mulates for a considerable interval. 
The man in charge told me that the 


labor cost of caring for the cows in; 


the open air shed wis much less than 
in the other barn. 

Yes, it’s cold down there some- 
times. The mercury has touched 26 
degrees below zero since the experi- 
ment has been running. Verily, 
there is still much we don’t know.—

QUALITY OF MILK AND THE 

SCORE CARD 

Probably one of the problems which 
is engrossing the attention of dairy- 
men, especially those who are sup- 
plying milk for city supply purposes, 
is the effect that the score card has 
on the quality of milk which is pro- 
duced. Within the past ten years 
there has been a constantly growing 
demand, on the part of the consumer, 
for a system whereby the dairies 
which supply the milk shall be sub- 
ject to inspection and criticism of 
city or town officials. This is all well 
and good, in a way, for it is mani- 
festly obvious that the health of peo- 
ple must be safeguarded in every way 
possible. However, the question na- 
turally arises whether or not the 
cities are getting what they want in 
the present system of score card in- 
spection. It was with this idea in 
mind that the officials of the New 
York Experiment Station at Geneva, 
carried out extensive investigations 
to determine something of the efficacy 
of the score card, as it is now used in 
this state and in other states. 

The original idea of the score card 
was to instruct the dairymen and to 
serve as a record of sanitary condi- 
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tions. Soon the popular idea devel- 
oped that the score card could be 
used as a basis of judging the quality 
of the milk which was produced by 
any dairy; and in some cases, amcials 
have gone so far as to use this as the 
sole basis of grading the milk that 
comes into the city or town. Perhaps 
it might be well to state what the re- 
quirements of good milk are. In the 
first place it must furnish food ele- 
ments suited to the needs of the con- 
sumer; second, it must be free from 
visible dirt and unpleasant odors and 
tastes; third, it must not contain any 
excessive number of bacteria, and 
fourth, it must not contain any dis- 
ease bacteria of any kind. 

In carrying out the investigation 


along this line the Geneva station 


made a comparative study of bacterial 
count of milk’ and the scores of 34 
commercial dairies. These scores 
were made on three different kinds 
of cards, which are typical of those 
which are commonly used for this 
purpose, the Cornell card, the official 
card of the Official Dairy Instructors’ 
Association and the New York City 
card. 


It will undoubtedly be a severe blow 
to many enthusiasts of the score card 
to learn that no relation was found 
to exist between the percentage of 
scoring and the number of bacteria 
found in various samples of milk by 
actual count. This is not only true 
of the Cornell system of scoring but 
also of the other three systems. Per- 
haps a few figures will prove inter- 
esting. According to the scores ob- 
tained by the use of the Official Dairy 
Instructors’ Association cards, there 
was a variation of 45.95 to 79.40. In 
the instance of the low score the bac- 
terial count was found to be approx- 
imately 300,000, while in the case of 
the high score it was about 4,180,000. 
According to the same method of 
scoring, the dairy which produced the 
milk containing the least number of 
bacteria, scored 56.90, while the one 
which had the highest bacterial count 
scored 53.60, a difference of only 3.3 
per cent. 

Naturally, these figures and results 
lead one to the conclusion that many 
careful dairyman have held right 
along—that the methods employed in 
dairies are of more importance than 
the equipment, when it comes to the 
question of producing clean milk of 
good quality. It is possible to pro- 
duce milk of the best or-of the poor- 
est quality, eithér amid the most com- 
plete equipment surroundings or the 
most simple. The crudest kind of a 
dairy barn can be kept clean, if the 
manure is removed regularly, the 
ceiling thoroly dusted, and free use 
is made of disinfectants and lime. On 








the other hand, the most completely 
equipped barn may become a place of 
filth and dirt, if cleaning is neglected, 
the walls are allowed to collect dust 
for month after month and the cows 
are never cleaned and curried. 

Again, the proper care of the milk 
after it leaves the barn has a great 
deal to do with the production of 
milk of good quality. It is possible 
to draw milk amid the most unsan- 
itary of conditions and to remove the 
dirt by straining and keep down the . 
bacterial count by immediate and 
thorough refrigeration. On the other 
hand, to neglect refrigeration will 
mean a high bacterial count, no mat- 
ter how sanitary are the conditions 
under which the cows are kept and 
milked. 

Bot these results need not lead one 
to decide that there is no merit what- 
ever in the score card. Perhaps they 
poirt to the fact that there are many 
things on the card which are given 
importance beyond their worth. As 
the problems of milk production be- 
come more familiar, it will undoubted- 
ly be possible to so formulate a score 
card as to give a fairly accurate idea 
of the quality of milk that can be 
produced by a dairy. In the mean- 
lime, the original idea of the dairy 
seore card, that of instruction or as a 
guide to cleanliness, should be kept 
in mind, for in this field the score 
certainly has a big field of usefulnes3 
which it can serve.

“If the 
residents of the State were divided up 
into families of five and the products 
of the State equally divided among 
them,” he said, “each family would 
have 40 lbs. of meat, 70 bushels of 
potatoes, 104 dozen of eggs, 300 lbs. 
of butter, 350 Ibs. of cheese, 68 Ibs. 
of condensed milk, 20 lbs. of buck- 
wheat flour, five or six bushels of 
wheat, 100 bushels of corn from 
which to make Jonny cake and other 
corn products, two tons of vegetables 
(other than potatoes), including 240 
cans of canned goods, 5 bushels of 
apples, 21 quarts of small fruits, 62 
Ibs. of sugar and 4 Ibs. of honey.

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FLY REPELLANTS 

There are various remedies to be 
had, which are more or less efficient 
in protecting cattle from: the attacks 
of flies. Most of them have io be 
applied -requently and few, if any, 
will keep flies away for more than a 
day or two following their anplica- 
tion. The following mixtures may be 
made at an average cost of 35 to 50 
cents per gallon. The numerous pro- 
prietary fly repellants to be found on 
the market are usually more expens- 
ive and: often less efficient. 

At the Minnesota Experiment Sta- 
tion rancid lard, 1 pound, and kero- 
sene, one-half pint, mixed thorough- 
ly until a creamy. mass forms, was 
found to give excellent results as a 
fly repellant, lasting for two or three 
days, when rubbed: not to thickly over 
the backs of cows with a cloth or with 
the bare hand. Similar good results 
were obtained by applying a mixture 
of three parts of fish oil and one of 
kerosene, with a small spray pump. A. 
mixture of two parts of crude cot- 
ton-seed oil or fish oil, with one part 
of pine tar, applied with a large paint 
brush, was found to be very success- 
ful at the Mississippi Experiment 
Station, the effects persisting for sev- 
eral days. A mixture of one part of 
crude carbolic acid to about ten parts 
of fish oil will repel flies for two or 
three days when applied by means of 
a cloth or sponge dipped into the 
liquid, squeezed partly dry and passed 
over the hair. It should not be 
rubbed in, as it is liable in that case 
to cause blistering. 

The following mixture proved the 
most useful fly repellant of any tried 
at the South Dakota Experiment Sta- 
tion: fish oil, 100 parts; oil of tar, 
50 parts; crude carbolic acid, 1 part. 
This was applied by means of a small 
hand spray pump. One application 
proved efficient for two days.

“CODDLING” THE FARM ANIMALS 








Modern Live Stock Live In 
- Profitable Luxury. 





The domestic animals of today— 
cattle, horses, hogs and sheep—cer- 
tainly have many advantages not en- 
joyed by their forbears. While the 
ultimate end of all such may be the 
same now as yesterday, the four- 
footed folk of the farm now might 
be said to be “living by the way” 
in luxurious comfort as they journey 
through life, as compared with the 
rough and rugged existence of live 
stock of earlier generations. 

Farm animals are much “coddled” 
these days. That is because the 
farmer is only just getting acquainted 
with the stock on his farm. It is 
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only in recent years that the dairy- 
man, the stock feeder and the breeder 
have learned that care for the com- 
fort, contentment and general health 
of their animals is as surely produc- 
tive of profits as generous feeding is. 
The result is that the provision of 
better shelter and improved sanitary 
conditions have materially aided se- 
lected breeding in the development 
and increased efficiency of special pur- 
pose animals. The time has passed 
when farm stock, however bountifully 
fed, are expected to produce satisfac- 
tory profits if they are exposed to 
inclement weather or housed in dark, 
draughty,. uncomfortable and unsani- 
tary quarters. Light, air, warmth 
and clean beds are regarded as just 
as essential as abundant feed and 
quality” in individual animals of the 
farm producers. 

Such care and attention is nowhere 
more productive of good results than 
in the quarters provided for dairy 
stock and brood sows. Both the qual- 
ity and quantity of milk given by a 
cow improves with every reasonable 
addition to her comfort, and the ex- 
pense of providing warm, clean far- 
rowing houses for hogs is quickly re- 
paid in more and better pig and in the 
improved condition of the brood stock. 
One modern measure that promises 
to find general adoption among pro- 
gressive farmers is the sanitary, com- 
fortable floor in dairy barns and hog 
houses, relieving the animals from the 
necessity of standing and lying in 
wet, cold unhealthful quarters. For 
this improvement nothing has been 
found to excel in effectiveness creo- 
soted yellow pine blocks, which make 
a smooth warm sanitary and moist- 
ure-proof floor that lasts practically 
forever. The wood blocks not only 
make an ideal floor for horse stalls 
and dairy barns, but they are particu- 
larly desirable in farrowing houses 
for hogs. The block floor not only 
is warmer than earth or concrete, but 
the preservative tsed in the wood— 
creosote—is a powerful disinfectant in 
insecticide and absolutely eradicates 
vermin. 


Laying a creosoted yellow pine 
block floor is a comparatively simple 
process, easily accomplished by the 
farmer witheut the aid of skilled la- 
bor. The important points making a 
first class job are care and thorough- 
ness. If the barn, stable or farrow- 
ing house has a stiff clay base, no 
other foundation, except a _ sand 
cushion, is needed for the blocks, pro- 
vided the clay is smooth and tamped 
evenly with a slight slope for drain- 
age. If the floor base is soft, there 
should be a foundation for three 
inches of concrete. This concrete is 
composed of one part Portland ce- 





ment, three parts clean sand and six 
parts gravel or broken rock sized % 
inch to 1% inches. 
cement should be thoroughiy blended 
dry, then sufficient water added to 
make a thin mortar after which the 
broken stone is turned in and well 
mixed. This should be spread evenly 
over the earth base, well tamped and 
smoothed over the surface. 

When the concrete is well hardened 
it should be let stand ‘four to eight 
days—there is placed on it a half 
inch of well screened sand and ce- 
ment, three parts of the former to:one 
of the latter. Immediately before the 
blocks are laid, sprinkle the sand and 
cement with a hand sprinkler and on 
it set the blocks so their surface shall 
be smooth and the joints close. Level 
the surface, if necessary, by light 
tamping. Brush sand over the floor 
that minute spaces between the blocks 
may be filled. 

When an entire floor is to be paved 
with the yellow pine blocks, an ex- 
pansion joint from a half inch to 
an inch should be provided for around 
the four walls by placing a strip of 
plank against each wall before the 
blocks are laid. When the blocks are 
set firmly and brought to an’ even 
bearing, remove the strips and fill the 
spaces with asphalt cement or paving 
pitch filler, heated until it runs like 
water. 

It is only recently that it has been 
possible to obtain creosoted yellow 
pine blocks and lumber from retail 
dealers generally, so the farmer has 
been one of the last to profit by the 
most effective wood preserving treat- 
ment. Creosoting posts and other 
timbers has been practiced to some ex- 
tent by farmers, simply dipping the 
wood, but that method is not nearly 
so effective as the factory treatment 
in which the yellow pine is incased 
in an air-tight receptacle, the air ex- 
hausted, and the creosote forced into 
the wood under heavy pressure. The 
creosoting prolongs the life of the yel- 
low pine, which in its natural state is 
one of the most durable of woods. 
“SILVER OLD AND SILVER NEW” 

Every housekeeper takes pride in 
keeping her silver bright and shining, 
whether her choicest collection be 
great grandmother’s treasured tea- 
spoons, or the latest achievement of 
the jeweler’s art. 

But whether her silver is of this 
yeer or of a century ago, the sulphur 
in eggs, rubber, natural’ gas, water, 
white tissue paper, and in the white 
cloth, so often used in making silver 
cases, will turn the best polish she 
can put on it, to a yellowish brown. 

To clean by rubbing with whiting or 
any of the silver polishes is a long 
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and laboreus process, and one which 
must be repeated frequently; but an 
easier method, which does not injure 
the silver, may be imployed. 

Dissolve 1 teaspoon of common salt} 
and one teaspoon of soda in one quart 
of water, and place in a galvanized 
pan. Silver placed.in this solution 
takes on a polish without rubbing. 
To get results it is necessary to keep 
the inside of the pan thoroughly clean. 

By placing in the solution a small 
piece of zinc or the lid of a Mason 


‘jar the use of the galvanized pan be- 


comes unnecessary and any kind of a 
pan may be used.
